The former Westinghouse build-

Heavy German Pressure 
for Union With Axis 
Revealed.

NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—(#)— 
When Anglo-American forces land- 
ed in North Africa Germany de- 
manded that France declare war 
on the Allies and unite with the 
Axis, but ‘the French cabinet by 
the close vote of 8 to 6 refused, it 
was learned today. A French dip- 
lomat who was in the active serv- 


French: fleet scuttled itself at Tou- 
lon, gave the Associated Press, 
somewhere in Europe, a first-hand 
account of events in France fol- 
lowing the Americam,move into 
French North Africa. 

The Allied landing caught both 
Vichy and Berlin by complete sur- 
prise, and in all the Vichy nego- 
tiations with Berlin up to the oc- 
cupation of Toulon, German au- 
thorities gave the French the defi- 
nite impression they did not know 
what to do in France, this infor- 
mant said. 

The Laval regime likewise was 
at a loss for a plan of action. 

This French diplomat described 
a turbulent, bewildering, 48-hour 
Vichy cabinet meeting where the 
German demand for war was re- 
jected despite the urgings of Gov- 
ernment Chief Pierre Laval ~while 
even then German hordes were 
swirling around the former un.- 
occupied zone. 

Previously, he said, German au- 
thorities had seemed reluctant to 
occupy the rest of France, lacking 
sufficient troops and fearing the 
reaction of the people. Orders to 
proceed, however, came from 
Adolf Hitler himself. 

Germans Wavered. 

Upset by this sudden and unex- 
pected Allied thrust to the south 
and undecided how to meet the 
new and unforeseen threat, the 
Germans wavered for days.

Lava! brought the letter to Pe- 
tain back to Vichy, where the mar- 
shal drafted his protest against 
Hitler's violation of the 1940 
Armistice agreement. 

Following the dispatch of the 
protest, the Vichy cabinet met for 
48 hours from November 11 to No- 
vember 12 debating its answer to 


Berlin’s demand for a: declaration 


of war against the Allies. The vote 
was 8 to 6 against war. 

In this same cabinet meeting, 
Petain expressed his determination 
to remain in France in the hope of 
protecting those whom he cwould 
protect. 

The marshal was particularly 
concerned with the estimated 22.- 
000 Frenchmen of the formerly un- 
occupied ‘zone who were arrested 
or sought at the order of the Ges- 
tapo—French prisoners who had 
previously escaped from German 
camps into the Vichy zone and A\I- 
satians who had refused to remain 
in their homes and had gone into 
the Vichy zone after the collapse 
of France. 

Fate Undecided. 

Throughout this period, from 
immediately following the Anglo- 
American seizure of North Africa 
through to the occupation of Tou- 
lon, German authorities in the 
Vichy zone gave the definite im- 
pression that neither they nor Ber- 
lin knew what steps they would 
take regarding France. 

Events in Paris seemed to be in 
the process of setting up a Quisling 
government there which would 
force France into war against the 
Allies, with or without Petain’s 
collaboration.

Greatest Transportation 
Congestion in History 
Expected. 


Anticipating the greatest travel 
congestion in .the history of the 
southeast during the: approaching 
Christmas season, officials of 79 
motor bus lines operating in this 
region yesterday at a meeting held 
here passed a resolution asking 
that sufficient tires be released to 
them to put into service every 
available bus between December 
15 and January 15. 

The Southeastern Bus Traffic 
Association, representing the indi- 
vidual bus lines pointed out that 
approximately 500 buses, or 10 per 
cent of their total] rolling stock, are 
tied up because of lack of tires. 

Declaring that buses in the 
southeast are called upon to carry 
a larger percentage of passenger 
travel than in any Other section of 


the country, executives of the com- 


panies also asked that the 4,000- 


‘mile per month limit placed on 


equipment purchased after Sep- 
tember, 1942, be suspended for the 
holiday season. 

The resolution, which was di- 
rected to the Office of Defense 
Transportation, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the Office of 
Price Administration, thé War Pro. 
duction Board and members of 
congress, asked that civilians limit 
their travel during the period and 
that there .be close co-operation 
between government authority and 
management of bus companies.

» The Warning Given 

Though Winston Churchill, in his aiadio 
address to the world on Sunday afternoon, 
said “I promise nothing, I predict nothing,” 
he contradicted himself a few paragraphs 
later when he told the Italian people what 
the future holds for them, unless they quickly 
break with Germany, get rid of Mussolini and 
sue for peace. 

There is, however, no man who has intel- 
ligently watched the progress of the war 
who does not concede good grounds for the 
Churchill prediction of a coming air attack 
against the military targets in Italy which 
will outdo in ferocity anything of its kind 
the world -has yet seen. 

This prediction was, of course, based updéh 
the self-evident position of the opposing forces 
in Africa. The outcome of the fighting on the 
southern shores of the Mediterranean can 
only consist of complete victory for the United 
Nations. Steady and rapid progr’ss is being 
made toward the goal, which is the elimina- 
tion of the last Axis trooper from Africa. That 
goal is almost attained. 

Then, as Churchill- expressed, Africa will 
“not be a seat, but a springboard.” From the 
African shores of the inland sea it will be 
easy for the bombers of the RAF and of the 
American Air. Corps to carry to Italy, only 
a matter of 200 or 300 miles away, such loads 
of destruction that, if it is not stopped by 
the Italian people themselves, the onslaught 
will soon leave nothing but ruins in every 
Italian city. Italian war factories wi!l be 
blasted into dust, Italian ports and docks 
will be rendered untenable by anything but 
the four-legged rats of the waterfronts. - 

“It is for the Italian people, 40,000,000 of 
them, to say whether they want this terrible 
thing to happen to. them or not,” said the 
British prime minister. | 

Precisely. And, when the horror from the 
skies descends upon the people of Italy and 
all their »ossessions, let it never be forgotten 
that it was upon ruthless use of overwhelm- 
ing air power that the Axis, both the German 
leader and: the Italian jackal, d@pended for 
the. consummation of their wild dreams of 
world conquesé. :

To Mourn, To Pray, To Fast 

Tomorrow, December 2, has been set aside 
by Jews all over the world as a special day of 
mourning, prayer and fasting for the millions 
of Jewish victims of Axis brutality in all lands 
of Axis occupation. 

There is no;longer any doubt Hitler has 
set as one. of the. goals of his ruthless am- 
bition the extermination of all Jewish people. 
Verified by the United States State Depart- 
ment is a report, coming from~ underground 
channels in occupied Europe, that the Nazis 
plan a vicious “purge” of Jewisff people be- 
tween now and December 31. 


Since Hitler rose to power, almost 2,000,000 
Jews in Europe have been slain. There are, 
remaining, 5,000,000 and it is feared the same 
fate nears for them. Hitler and his cohorts, 
rapidly. being driven fo bay in their last corner, 
are of such types.they may well determine upon 
a new, horrible massacre of the innocent be- 
fore they are finally wiped out by the vic- 
torious forces of the United Nations. 


The world has, tragically, gotten used, to 
some extent, to the atrocities which are part 
of the deliberate, set plan of the Nazis for 
world domination. Horrors .which blanched 
the cheek a few years ago are today accepted 
with a passing word of sympathy, as merely 
something to be expected from Nazidom. 

Yet never, in all the years to come, can the 
fearful fate of the Jews in Hitle:-dominated 
Europe be forgotten. It will forever remain 


* as one of the darkest pages in world history, 
- @ blot of horror that can never be wiped from 


the long criminal record of the German nation. 
The day of mourning, of prayer and of 
fasting tomorrow, to which Jews all over the 


world are called by the leading Jewish organi- 


zations in this country, could well be accepted 
by all men and women of good purpose and 
good repute, regardless of race or religion.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
MAY REVISE STRATEGY WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Our 


recent striking victories over 
the Japs may cause the Allied high command to revise its entire 
Strategy with respect to the war in the Pacific. 
Heretofore the strategy has called for beating down the Germans 
first, then giving undivided attention to Japan. 
The program was drawn up on this basis im- 
mediately after Pearl] Harbor on the correct 
assumption that ridding Europe of the Nazi 
menace constif&ited the first most important ob- 
jective of the war. 

It did not matter much what the Japs were 
doing in the Pacific so long as Hitler remained 
on the loose in Europe. The war had been in 
progress for two years before the Tokyo war 
lords extended it to the Pacific. Hence the 
elimination of Japan, while greatly simplify- 
ing our problem, would still ‘have left matters 
pretty much as they were before Pearl Harbor. 

The\ decision was made by our military 
leaders, therefore, to do no more than hold 
Japan at arms length .while. we concentrated 
our main strength on Europe. Once we had 
Hitler off our hands it was figured that the 
task ofdealing with the Japs could be handled 

effectively enough by the combined efforts of the British and 
American fleets. : 

In view of the great victories we have won, however, first in 
the Coral Sea, later at Midway, and more recently in the Solomon 
Islands, plus the steady rate of attrition imposed on Japanese war- 
ships, some of our highest naval officials now believe it will be pos- 
sible to concentrate on the Pacific while the battle of Europe pro- 
ceeds. In that way we could prepare the way for the collapse of 
the Japs at the same time as the European end of the Axis. 


FAVORABLE PICTURE Despite the enormous territorial 

4 gains made by the Japs during the 
early stages of the war, the over-all picture is highly favorable to 
the Allies—much more than we had a right to expect. Thanks 


-to the great victories our fleet has piled up, the unquestioned naval 


superiority which the enemy had at the outset has been whittled 
down, if not destroyed altogether. 

Estimates very for the reason that it is not always possible to 
tell precisely the amount of damage done to a vessel, but cdon- 
s¢rvativg sources place the number of Jap ships destroyed by our 
forces at approximately 350. The figure may be even higher. Of 
these well over 100 were warships. Our own losses were given 
by the Navy recently ‘as 86. That is a ratio of more than four to 
one in our favor. 


NOT FULL STORY The figures do not tell the full story. 

nei Whereas Japanese shipbuilding facilities 
are extremely limited, ours have been increased several-fold, and 
we are sending them down the ways. now—all descriptions—at a 
pace which the. Japs could never equal. 

We are sinking their ships at a rate of about four to one and 
we are probably outbuilding them at the same ratio. Thus. we 
are overhauling them in two directions. It shouldn't be long before 
we will be able to turn the heat on them for fair. 

One of the special. naval innovations we have hit upon to meet 
the situation in the Pacific is the building of a great fleet of smaller 
aircraft carriers. They can be turned out almost as fast as the 
10,500-ton Liberty ships the Kaiser plants on the west coast have 
been building in record time. Some 30 of them are supposed to be 
—— by next spring. All of this has a foreboding meaning for

It explains a lot about that defense of Stalingrad. 
This man, who has come to epitomize the new Russia, and this 
new Russia itself is perhaps best known by 
Walter Duranty, newspaperman, foreign corte- 
spondent and lecturer who will speak at the 
auditorium tomorrow night. ; 

Duranty spent all of 20 years in’ Russia. 

If any non-Russian understands Russia he 
does. Yet he frankly says he does not under- 
stand Russia. He will talk about that on Wed- 
nesday evening and in the talking he will tell a 
lot about that country which no one under- 
stands and which so few have seen or sought 
to understand. Whatever is the measure of 
what he knows about Russia, it adds up to 
more than anyone else knows. 

He wrote a book some years ago called “TI 
Write As I Please.” It was a good book in 
whichLhe explained how no man really could 
write as he pleased. Yet there was a lot of 
Russia in it and a lot of good writing. 

His new ‘one is a short one called “The 

Kremlin and the People.” In it he says: 

“The Russians are always Russians ,.. and every Russian is 
the same Russian, kind, cruel, hospitable, envious, suspicious, affece 
tionate, generous, will shoot you as soon as look, and if he happens 
to miss might kiss you the next moment on both cheeks. .. . The 
basic fact about Russians is that they’re a childish people, a young 
people, full of strength, and of the heat and nonsense of childhood. 
They’ve not yet had time to grow up, because for hundreds of 
years they actepted more or less willingly the life and condition 
of slaves. There was no Magna Carta: in Russia, no process of 
habeas corpus, no freedom of press or speech ... the whole vast 
country was run for the benefit of about five per cent of its 
people .. . only one out of five could read or write . . . the topdogs 
lived in luxury and splendor . ... the others like pigs... . The 
ener a himself has not changed. But the process of change is 
working.” ’ 


IMPORTANT TO KNOW That is something important to re- 
‘ fhember —that the process of 
change is working. It always is working. It distresses me to see 
some of the political minds at. work now that it appears that the 
Democratic party and Mr. Roosevelt will not be retained in 1944. 


There are many of them, rubbing their hands in glee and talk- 
ing in the language of 1928 and in the social language ‘of 1912. 


You never really can put the clock back. You may stop it for 
while or slow it down, but you never really put it back. 


There are so many minds which seem to think that if they 
can get rid of Roosevelt and elect Willkie or Dewey or someone else 
from another party, they will undo all they object to in the Roose- 
velt program. It is a pity they cannot hear Mr. Duranty, or read 
just that one line in his book .. . “the proces of change is working.” 


_ It always is at work, inexorable and sure even though it be, at 
times, slow. 


It seems to me highly important that we know more about 
Russia.

Grudge games, traditional col- 
legiate battles on the gridiron— 
almost unpredictable stuff for the 
forecaster—pack every Thanksgiv- 
ing week. And this was no excep- 
tion. 

Last week -the Williamson Sys- 
tem had its lowest win-or-lose pre 
diction of the 1942 season. How- 
ever, it did attain a mark of 80.1 
per cent correct in 73 games re- 
ported, among which there were 
13:.outright upsets and three up- 
setting ties. 

Eight of the upsets must be 
classed as toss-up games—they 
could have gone either way. The 
statistical efficiency of the System 
was 88.5 per cent correct—also the 
lowest of the season. 


BIG UPSETS. 


Now to get down to last week’s 
really big upsets, all of which oc. 
curred on Saturday: Haly Cross 
55, Boston College 12; Kansas 
State 19, Nebraska 0; Fordham 6, 
North Carolina Preflight 0, and 
Oklahoma A. & M. 33, Detroit 6. 

Only two of those four upsets 
could be straightened out. A re- 
shuffling of the figures consistent- 
ly placed Fordham over North Car- 
olina Preflight and Oklahoma A. 
& M. over Detroit. But—althcugh 
Napoleon said “impossible” is. a 
fool’s word—it is frankly impos- 
sible to put Holy Cross over P >- 
ton College and Kansas State over 
Nebraska and still be honest and 
consistent with the plain figures 
on their records. 

After all there weren’t so many 
real upsets; but enough did occur 
to cause some shaking up in the 
rankings of the top teams. (C-eor- 
gia, by downing Georgia Tech 34- 
to-0, forged back into the No. 1 
position in spite of the previous 
w. 2k’s defeat that Auburn handed 
the Bulldogs, 27-to-13. 

AUBURN UNLUCKY. 

Auburn was an unlucky team 
this year. Mud and transporta- 
tion difficulties were largely re- 
sponsible for the Plains Tigers 
failing t6 become a contender for 
the Southeastern title—if not the 
national title. In other words, the 
Williamson System feels that Geor- 
gia’s upset by Auburn was not as 
big a flip-flop as Wisconsin’s loss 
to Iowa by 6-to-0. Along the same 
line, Ohio State had one of the 
greatest records of the season but 
how could it be ranked over the 
only team to which it lost: Wis- 
consin by 17-to-7—especially when 
both teams are rated very close 
together. 

Tulsa is the only undefeated 
and untied major team of the 1942 
season. It is believed that this 
is the only time such a thing has 
happened in this century. Nor- 
mally there are anywhere from 
three to half a dozen all-winning

2 at Algiers 


One Believed En Route 
To Join Allies at 
African Port. 


LONDON, Nov. 30.—(4#)—Four 
French submarines were reported 
tonight to have escaped German 
capture at Toulon by a hair- 
breadth and two of them were in 
Allied hands at Algiers%and an- 
other was believed to be on the 


way there. 

The fourth, the little 597-ton 
Iris, was forced to put in at Bar- 
celona Saturday and tdday its 
crew of 21 officers and men were 
interned by the Spaniards. 

These were believed to have 
been the only units of the once- 
proud fleet of 62 or more warships 
to have. escaped cote Fp sel f- 
destruction or German capture at 
Toulon, 

Algiers Arrival. 

The Algiers radio reported the 

arrival there of the ocean-ranging 
1,379-ton Casabianca, formerly the 
Casablanca, and the 974-ton Mar- 
souin, after escaping aerial-sown 
mines and Axis air and naval 
units sent out to cut off their es- 
Cape. ‘ 
Madrid dispatches tonight said 
another large submarine; the 
1,379-ton Le Glorieux had ‘put in 
at Valencia, Spain, and then de- 
parted in less than 24 hours for 
an unannounced destination, pre- 
sumably North Africa. 

Failure of the Iris also to de- 
part within the 24 hours allowed 
a belligerent warship in a neutral 
port under international law may 
have been due to damage. Both 
Vichy and Axis broadcasts said 
four submarines attempted to get 
away, but that one struck a mine. 
The radio claims that this one 
was sunk may have been an error. 
Madrid dispatches have mentioned 
no damage to the Iris, but observ- 
ers were not allowed to examine 
her. * > 
Captain Misses Boat. 

The crew of the Iris was under 
the command of her second offi- 
cer, who reported that the captain 
had been left ashore in the midst 
of the excitement of the scuttling 
of the fleet. 

Unconfirmed Soviet dispatches 
from Switzerland, broadcast from 
Moscow, said Heinrich Himmler, 
chief of the German gestapo, had 
arrived at Toulon to deal directly 
with arrest and punishment of 
Frenchmen accused of opposing 
German authority or belonging to 
illegal organizations.

Emergency provisions to enable 
operators of commercial vehicles 
who have not yet obtained their 
certificates of war necessi‘y to con- 
tinue operation were made here 


yesterday by the southeastern Of- 


fice of Price Administration, Frank 
H. Merritt, regional mileage chief 
said. 


Originally prevented from buy- 
ing gasoline, beginning today, un- 
less they presented the certificates, 
Merritt said operators would be 
permitted to purchase motor fuel 
by signing a special receipt form. 

Printing and transportation dif- 
ficulties have caused considerable 
delay in processing the certificates, 
Merritt said. 

His statement follows: 

“Operators of vehicles request- 
ing the certificates of war neces- 
sity who have neither received a 
certificate nor been able to secure 
temporary rations are authorized 
to purchase gasoline from. filling 
statrgns and to sign the emergency 
transfer receipt, form OPA R-555, 
in duplicate, which the service sta- 
tion operator is authorized to ac- 
cept in lieu of coupons. 

“The vehicle operator is to re- 
tain one copy of this receipt and 
as sen as he receives his certifi- 
cate of war necessity from the 
Office of Defense Transportation, 
he is to apply to his local rationing 
board for the issuance of gasoline 
rationing coupons. At this time he 
will submit his copy of the emer- 
gency receipt and the board vill 
be instructed to deduct . that 
amount ftom such rations as he 
would normally be issued.” 

The same procedure is to be 
followed by fleet operators of pas- 
senger cars who have been unable 
to apply for gasoline rations be- 
cause of the shortage of forms.
